TO 

Amend the Sanitary Act, 1866, so far as the same relates to a.d. 1873. 
the Nuisance Authorities of Ports in Ireland. 

W HEREAS by section thirty of the Sanitary Act, 1866, it was 
amongst other things enacted that for the purposes of the 
said Act any ship, vessel, or boat that is within a place not within 
the district of a nuisance authority shall be deemed to be within 
5 the district of such nuisance authority as may be prescribed by 
the Privy Council, but no sufficient provision was made for the 
payment in certain cases of the expenses to be thereby incurred 
by the nuisance authority so prescribed.: 

And whereas by the Local Government Board (Ireland) Act, 

10 1872, the powers conferred by said section thirty of the Sanitary 
Act, 1866, upon the Privy Council were transferred to the Local 
Government Board for Ireland : 

And whereas it is expedient to amend the said section so far 
as it relates to Ireland, and to provide for the payment of such 
15 expenses in manner by this Act prescribed : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Co mm ons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows ; that is to say, 

20 1. This Act may be cited for all purposes as “ The Sanitary Act, Short title. 

1866, L’eland, Amendment Act, 1873.” 

2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. Extent of 

Act. 

3. The Sanitary Act, 1866, so far as the same relates to L’eland, Construction 
and this Act shall be construed together as one Act. of Act. 

25 4. In this Act the following expressions shall have the meanings Interpie- 

respectively assigned to them, that is to say : tation. 

The expression “ port ” shall mean a port as established for the 
purposes of the laws relating to the customs of the United 
Kingdom : 
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A.D. 1873 . Tlie expression “ port nuisance authority ” shall mean any 
— nuisance authority prescribed by the Local Government Board 

for Ireland, under the provisions of section thirty of the 
Sanitary Act as amended by the Local Government Board 
(Ireland) Act, 1872 

The expression “ riparian nuisance district shall mean any 
nuisance district (including the district of the port nuisance 
authority) any part of which abuts on any river or coast 
forming part of a port. 

Amendment 5. Any expenses incurred by a port nuisance authority in 
30 S ofthe carrying into effect the thirtieth section of the Sanitary Act, 1866, 
Sanitary 6 ' shall, in case the Local Government Board for Ireland shall so 
Act, 1866. direct, be defrayed out of a common fund to he contributed by 
the riparian nuisance districts in such proportions as the said Local 
Government Board thinks just and shall order. 

Bor the purpose of obtaining payment from the other contri- 
butary riparian nuisance authorities of the sum to be contributed 
by them the port nuisance authority shall issue its precept to each 
such authority, requiring it within a time limited by the precept to 
pay the amount therein mentioned to the port nuisance authority, 
or to such person as the port nuisance authority may direct. 

An y contribution payable by a riparian nuisance authority to a 
port nuisance authority shall be a debt due from it and may be 
recovered accordingly, such contribution being deemed expenses of 
such nuisance authority incurred by them in carrying into effect 
the said provisions of the Sanitary Act, 1866.
